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CINCINNATI SALES TREND TURNS UPWARD 


RECOVERY FROM 
SLUMP SEEN 


February Shows 1,178 
Against 1,111 for 
One Year Ago 


By R. BURLINGAME 


INCINNATI, March 14.—Auto- 
mobile registrations in Cincin- 
nati showed an increase in 
February over the same month in 
1927 with the aid of the extra 
Leap Year day, figures in the of- 
fice ef the county clerk showing 
a total of 1,178 new car sales dur- 
ing the month compared with 
1,111 last year. 

Without the extra day’s registra- 
tions, figures for this year were 
1,107, four less than during the 
twenty-eight days in the month a 
year ago. Even this is gratifying to 
motor car dealers, who feel that 
business has snapped out of the de- 
pression that has existed since Sep- 
tember and became particularly 


‘acute in January when sales were 


50 per cent. under those of January 
a@ year ago. 

Parts and accessory men and tire 
dealers also felt the effects of the 
increased business in February and 
the general opinion is that it will 
continue to increase with the com- 
ing of good weather, and the almost 
universal forecast is for a spring 
business that will exceed the volume 
in 1927. In only one or two in- 
stances were conditions declared 
disappointing, at least two dealers 
in higher-priced cars complaining 
of lack of sales and of heavy in- 
ventories. 

Used car sales were especially 
good in February, registration fig- 
ures showing a total of 4,125 for 
the month as against 3,852 a year 
ago. Without the added day, 
twenty-eight days in February re- 
vealed registrations of 3,971 used 
Cars, an increase over the same 
period in 1927 of 119. Used car in- 
ventories in the case of most deal- 
ers are low and they are in splendid 
shape to handle trade-ins that will 
be involved in spring marketing of 
new cars. 

J. W. Tarbill, president of the 
Cincinnati Automobile Dealers’ As- 
sociation and head of the Citizens’ 
Motor Car Company, Packard 
distributor, said business with his 
concern was slow in February, but 
was showing a decided pick-up in 
March. Used car sales, Tarbill 
said, were good, and he declared the 
Packard used car inventory in Cin- 
cinnati was in splendid shape. 

“J do not see any reason for 
gloom,” said Mr. Tarbill. “People 
who buy higher priced cars as a 
rule come into the market in 
greater numbers late in March. 
Weather conditions have been a 
big factor in retarding sales and 
the condition is purely seasonable. 
I look for a good spring business 
for all lines.” 

Frank J. Santry, head of the 
Nash-Cincinnati Motors Company, 
Nash distributor, was enthusiastic 
over conditions, characterizing them 
as wonderful. 

“The market is opening and 
business is staging a real come- 
back,” said Mr. Santry. “Of course 
it is not as heavy as we would like 
to see it, but it is purely seasonable 
and there is every reason for 
optimism on the part of dealers. 
Unemployment conditions in this 
locality, which were acute in Jan- 
uary and part of February, have 
been relieved to a great extent.” 


Chevrolet again led by a wide 
margin in February, official fig- 
ures showing a total of 383 Chev- 
rolets registered during the month. 
The same source revealed a spurt 
in Whippet business, John N. 
Willys’ lighter car standing second 
with sixty-eight sales registered. 
Essex was third with fifty-three 
and Oldsmobile fourth with fifty- 
two. Included in the remaining 
first ten in the order of sales were 
Pontiac, Ford, Chrysler, Buick, 
Dodge and Nash. 

R. C. Gilmer, manager of Olds 
Motor Works, declared registration 
figures did not reveal true condi- 
tions and claims second place for 
Oldsmobile, in, view of the face that 
the twelve Olds dealers sold and 
delivered ninety cars in February.

ILWAUKEE, March 14. — 
“Good business” and “ahead 
of last year” seems to be the gen- 
eral opinion among local truck 
dealers as regards sales so far 
this year.

3,798 in February, 1927, increases of 
32.8 per cent. and 7 per cent., re- 
spectively. In the first two months 
this year 7,120 new passenger cars 
were titled in Wayne, a gain of 12 
per cent. over the 6,356 the same 
period last year. 

Ten ieading motor manufactur- 
ers reported aggregate output in 
February of 236,821 cars and 
trucks, against 187,518 in January, 
an increase of 26.3 per cent., and 
compared with 181,470 in Febru- 
ary, 1927, an increase of 30.5 per 
cent. 

This is normally the period for 
stocking dealers. While a majority 
of the leading producers enjoyed a 
record February, it is significant 
that many were unable to build up 
sufficient stocks for the spring sea- 
son. That demand has already ex- 
ceeded expectations is shown by the 
large carry-over of unfilled orders 
into March reported by a number 
of companies. Increased production 
schedules for the current month 
are further indications of the heavy 
demand expected to develop this 
spring. 

Of the thirty-seven makes of cars 
registered in Wayne county during 
the first two months this year, twen- 
ty-three showed gains over the cor- 
responding period last year. All but 
one of the General Motors’ lines re- 
corded increases. Total registrations 
of the seven General Motors’ cars 
reached 3,346, compared with 2,950

Chevrolet led the entire list of 
Wayne registrations with 1,865 
passenger ears titled during Jan- 
uary and February, against 1,649 
a year ago, a gain of 13.1 per cent. 
Hudson-Essex made an exception- 
ally good showing during the two 
months, being second only to 
Chevrolet with 1,443 cars, against 
1,176 a year ago, an increase of 
22.7 per cent. Oakland-Pontiac, 
with a gain of about 100 per cent., 
was third, registering 714 cars, 
against 358. Ford titled 308 pas- 
senger cars during the first two 
months this year, compared with 
742 a year ago, and was seventh on 
the list. Ford’s February registra- 
tions increased to 182 from 126 
in January this year. 

Several companies scored con- 
spicuous gains in their Wayne reg- 
istrations, compared with the first 
two months of last year. Graham- 
Paige registrations more than 
trebled, jumping to 117 from 35 a 
year ago. Hupp, with a gain of 167 
per cent, titled 243 cars against 91 
@ year ago. Willys Knight-Whippet 
increased 85 per cent. to 309. 
Whippet alone showed a gain of 
137 per cent. Packard increased 7 
per cent. to 102 cars; Olds, 47 per 
cent., to 156; Reo, 47 per cent., to 





63, and Studebaker-Erskine, 57 per 
cent. to 255. Erskine registrations

Washington, March 14.—Belief

believes the March 15 tax returns 
will warant a reduction. 

The tax reduction bill has been 
passed by the House, carrying a 
$289,000,000 reduction, $60,000,000 
more than the administration 





wanted. About half of this reduc- | 


tion was due to the voting of a com- 
plete repeal of the automobile ex- 
cise taxes. Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon had urged that not more 
than one-half of the existing 3 per 
cent. tax be removed. 

The tax reduction bill now is be- 
fore the Senate Finance Committee 
where it will remain pending the 
final tabulations of the March 15 
tax returns. 


Canadian Car and 
Truck Exports Up 
23% for January 


WASHINGTON, March 14.— 
Sanadian passenger cars and 
trucks valued at $1,916,959 were 
exported in January, a gain of 
23 per cent. over December, 1927, 
when shipments totaled $1,555,- 
636, the automotive division of the 
Department of Commerce an- 
nounced today. 

Exports of passenger cars alone 
amounted to 1,838 units having a 
value of $1,289,340, which compares 
favorably with the figures for De- 

cember, 1927, when exports num- 
bered 1,857 units with a value of 
$1,413,230. 

Exports of trucks increased from 
336 units in December, 1927, to 1,664 
in January, a gain of 395 per cent., 
still 23 per cent. below the figure 
for January, 1927.

New York, March 14.—Crude rub- 
ber futures rallied unexpectedly on 
the local Exchange here yesterday 


as the result of more favorable news 
from abroad. A report that Premier 
Baldwin would issue a statement to- 
day which would be reassuring to 
the rubber industry, and rumors 
that the activities of the Civil Re- 
search Committee would be restrict- 
ed were looked wnon as the chief 
factors in the rally. 

Trading in the early part of the 
day had been much the same as 
the preceding day, with sharp breaks 
the rule. The rally which got away 
to a late start resulted in gains of 
20 to 70 points at the close. 

The outside market reflected the 
strength in the Exchange and plan- 
tation grades closed with gains of 
from %c. to 1c. South American 
rubber remained quiet, and there 


| was little or no change in the prices 


of these grades. « 

Total sales on the Exchange 
amounted to 1,821 lots, or 4,552% 
long tons; twenty-six transferable 
notices were issued.
